, The society does much good and 
has proven the 
friend of tortured 
beasts, of mistreated children and wo- 
men and the friends 
of misguided 


youth In many Instances, times with- 
out number. Its ramifications stretch 
vldely and It Is called on from 
all 


over the county to correct abuses of 
all kinds where neglect and cruelty 
nre working harm and suffering. 
The, courts have backed It up al- 
most without exception and the men
